Resolution Will Request 
Also City Financial 
Support for One-Stop 
Community Service 
Setup.

A resolution asking Mayor Aloys 
P. Kaufmann for sufficient space 
in Kiel Auditorium to set up a 
one-stop community service cen- 
ter for returned war veterans and 
for city financial support for the 
center, will be presented to the 
board of directors of the Veter- 
ans’ Information and Referral 
Center Thursday, it was an- 
nounced today by John J. Griffin, 


president. 
“This is the first time we have 


had an offer for sufficient space 
to set up such a center,” Griffin 
said. “I have been in favor of 
putting services veterans need in 


one place, from the beginning, if 
it could be worked out.” 

Griffin also said, “We very defi- 
nitely intend to ask for city finan- 
cial support, also. The War Chest 
has appropriated $46,000 for the 
operation of the Referral Center 
next year, but we have never con- 
sidered this sufficient to cover 
more than the barest minimum 
need.” 

Following presentation by the 
Post-Dispatch to Mayor Kauf- 
mann of a plan for a one-stop 
community service center for vet- 
erans at Kiel Auditorium, the 
Mayor, in Washington, announced 
Saturday that “should facilities of 
the city government or space in 
any public building, including the 
Municipal (Kiel) Auditorium, be 
requested by the directors of the 
Information and Referral Center, 
guch facilities and or such space 
will, of course, readily be made 
available.” 

23 of 38 Favor Request. ..- 

Of the 33 members of the Re- 
ferral Center board of directors, 
24 were reached by the Post- 
Dispatch and 23 of them said, in 
effect, that they favored asking 
Mayor Kaufmann for use of Kiel 
Auditorium, if such action were 
taken by the board as a whole. 

Griffin said the Referral Center 
howrd previously had attempted to 
get all of the agencies serving vet- 
erans to participate in a service 
center. The attempt, he said, was 
not successful. Griffin said some 
of the agencies objected to what 
they said would be carrying on a 
part of their functions at their 
own offices and a part at a center 
for veterans. 

What Proposed Center Includes. 

The Post-Dispatch plan for a 
one-stop service center at Kiel 
Auditorium allows space for a suf- 
ficent force representing each of 
the principal agencies to serve 
the needs of most returning vet- 
erans at one place. Requirements 
in space and personne] were given 
the Post-Dispatch by the heads of 
each agency. Floor plans for the 
center, in Exhibition Hall on the 
ground floor of the auditorium, 
were drawn by Louis LaBeaume,

scribed as critical today, by army 
medical officers. 

An official bulletin released at 
Frankfurt, recording Patton’s con- 
dition as of 3:30 p.m. (8:30 a.m., 
St. Louis time), used the word 
“critical” for the first time. The 
general’s condition previously had 
been termed serious. 

Patton, commander of the Unit- 
ed States Fifteenth Army, is in a 
Heidelberg hospital as a result of 
the injuries suffered yesterday in 
an automobile accident near here. 

Paralyzed Below Break. 

A previous bulletin said Pat- 
ton was completely paralyzed be- 
low the fractured third cervical 
vertebra in the neck and was suf- 
fering from a dislocation of the 
fourth cervical vertebra.

Search of the smoking, ice- 
covered ruins by firemen failed to 
disclose that any of the occupants 
had been trapped in the building. 
Matt Stilinovic, owner and man- 
ager, said he believed all tenants 
escaped. 
Most of the guests fled in night 


ture’of 13 degrees. Several climbed 
down ladders placed against the 
brick and frame building by 
neighbors and firemen. Water 
from fire hoses froze quickly. 

Stilinovic said 38 persons were 
registered last night, including 
three children who were known 
to have escaped. He and his wife 
also live at the hotel. 

Man Taken to Hospital. 

One occupant, William Koett, 
who escaped by ladder from the 
second floor, was taken to St. 
Louis County Hospital by ambu- 
lance after he complained of in- 
ternal injuries. He said he had 
fallen inside the hotel when run- 
ning to a window. 

Harry Stroud, another guest, es- 
caped from his second-floor room 
by sliding down blankets which 
he knotted together and tied to 
a bed post. 

Mrs. Betty Neeley, who lived on 
the second floor, carried her 4- 
year-old daughter, Eva June, down 
a stairway, but found all exits 
blocked by smoke and flames. 
After passing the child out a first- 
floor window to persons outside, 
she jumped six feet from the win- 
dow to the ground. 

Owner Awakens Occupants. 


The fire, which apparently 
Started from an overheated fur- 
nace, was discovered at 7:30 a.m. 
by Mrs. Marie Newman, whose 
room is over the furnace room. 
Her cries aroused Stilinovic, who 
ran from room to room awaken- 
ing other occupants. 

Within two hours the flames 
were brought under control by the 
Wellston volunteer fire depart- 
ment and several fire companies 
from St. Louis. 

A frame annex on the rear of 
the brick building, a converted 
double flat, collapsed _ shortly 
after firemen arrived on the scene. 
The hotel contained 28 rooms, in- 
cluding nine in the annex.

M ARTHUR ORDERS 
LAND REFORMS 10 
AID JAP FARMERS 


Absentee Landlordism to 
Be Abolished, Rents 
Cut — 57 Nipponese 
Accused of Atrocities. 


TOKYO, Dec, 10 (AP) — Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur today laid 
down a sweeping program of 
agrarian reform for Japan and or- 
dered the arrest of 57 Japanese 
for atrocities against Allied na- 
tionals, 

In a move to “destroy the eco- 
nomic bondage which has en- 
slaved the Japanese farmer for 
centuries of feudal oppression,” 
MacArthur called for abolition of 
absentee land ownership and or- 


dered provisions made for pur- 
chase by millions of small tenant 
farmers of their own farms on 
long terms at low-rates. 

The Japanese government was 
told to carry out the order by 
March 15. 

MacArthur’s headquarters said 
the order would mean “emancipa- 
tion” for tenants in a country 
where half the entire population | 
is engaged in agriculture and 
where farmers still cultivate the 
overworked soil with hand tools. 

The average Japanese farm 
family tills less than three acres, 
compared with an average of 
nearly 47 acres in the United 
States. Only 20 per cent are land 
owners. i 

Ilis of Farmers Cited. 

The directive, which headquar- 
ters termed one of the most far- 
reaching of the occupation, con- 
tains basic economic reforms in 
conformity with the principles of 
the Potsdam declaration. It cites 
these “pernicious ills” affecting 
Japan’s farmers: 

1, Intense overcrowding of the 
land: almost half the farm 
households in Japan till less 
than 1% acres each, 

2. Conditions highly unfavor- 
able to tenants: more than three- 
fourths of the farmers in Japan 
are tenants, paying’ rentals 
amounting to half or more of 
their annual crops. 

3. A heavy burden of in@ebt- 
@dness: less than half the total 
farm population is able to sup- 
port itself on agricultural in- 
come. 

4. Governmental discrimina- 
tion against the farmer: inter- 
est rates and direct taxes are 
more oppressive than in com- 
merce and industry. 

5. Authoritative government 
control over farmers: arbitrary 
crop quotas often restrict farm- 
ers. 

Measures So Far Inadequate. 

The present cabinet already has 
proposed land reform legislation 
but it falls short of the broad 
Allied terms.

Acheson 
Wrecked Plan to Stop 
Distribution by Firm— 
Under Secretary Calls 
Charge ‘Fantastic.’ 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 (AP)— 
Maj. Gen. Patrick J. Hurley today 
charged Under Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson with wrecking a 
policy approved by the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt for stopping a 
British corporation from selling 
lend-lease supplies in Iran and 
17 other countries. 

Testimony showed Roosevelt in- 
dorsed the policy, suggested by 
Hurley, in a letter in 1944 which 
said that “‘the distribution of lend- 


lease supplies throughout’ the 
Middle East should be taken over 

y our own people.” Acheson was 
hen an assistant secretary of 
state. 

Acheson, following Hurley to 
the stand in his second appear- 
ance of the day before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, as- 
serted that “there is.no policy I 
have blocked or destroyed” but 
acknowledged that he disagreed 
with some of Hurley’s recommen- 
dations, 

Says Acheson Favored Monopoly. 

Hurley declared that Acheson 
“disregarded” his plan “in favor 
of monopoly and imperialism.” 
Acheson replied that this state- 
ment was “utterly fantastic.” 

“The basic thing in Secretary 
Acheson’s opposition,” -Hurley tes- 
tified, “was that I contended that 
the United Kingdom Commercial 
Corp., a profit-making organiza- 
tion owned by Great Britain, 
should not be allowed to sell lend- 
lease supplies in Iran and 17 other 
countries for the purpose of build- 
ing up a trade monopoly and ex- 
cluding the United States trade 
fro mthose territories. 

“T contended also that instead 
of creating imperialistic monopo- 
lies. among weaker nations, we 
should furnish those nations with 
advisers, paid by them, in order 
to assist them to develop their 
own resources and not to enrich 
some imperialistic monopoly of 
foreign interests.” 

Letter From Roosevelt. 

Hurley then read this letter 
from Roosevelt dated March 25, 
1944: 

“Dear Pat: 

“Your letter of Dec. 21, 
concerning Iran contains sug- 
gestions of very great interest. I 
am thrilled with the idea of using 
our efforts in Iran as an example 
of what can be done by an un- 
selfish American policy. If we can 
get the right kind of American 
experts who will remain loyal to 
their ideals I feel certain that our 
policy of aiding Iran will suc- 
ceed, ; 

“You are right, that the distri- 
bution of lend-lease supplies 
throughout,the Middle East should 
be taken over by our own people 
and I have let the Secretary of 
State know my views in this re- 
gard. 

“Very sincerely yours, 
“FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT.” 
Acheson Criticized Plan. 

Acheson related that he had 
crticized Hurley’s suggestions 
vigorously because he thought they 
would entail some _ undesirable 
commitments for the United 
States.

Risked Possibility Tokyo 
Might Consider Flights 
as an Overt Act, He

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 (AP)— 
Gen, George C. Marshall testified 
today he authorized an Army air 
reconnaissance flight over Jap- 
anese mandated islands in Novem- 
ber, 1941, despite the risk the 
Japanese might seize on it as an 
overt act. 

Marshall told a Senate-House 
inquiry committee how arrange- 


ments had been made to send two 
Planes out to get vitally needed 
information, but added that as far 
as he could remember, the planes 
never left Hawaii. 

Previously the former chief of 
staff had testified that perhaps 
one of the reasons he didn’t put in 
telephone calls to the Pacific out- 
post commanders on Dec. 6 to 
warn them was that the Japanese 
might intercept such calls and 
seize on them as an overt act. 

Senator Ferguson (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, asked Marshall to compare 
the proposed flight with the tele- 
phone calls and tell him which 
the Japanese were more likely to 
regard as a warlike gesture. 

Had to Accept Possibility. 

Marshall said that the informa- 
tion sought on disposition of Japa- 
nese fleet units in the Mandate 
islands was so esential that ‘“‘we 
had to accept the posibility they 
would seize on this as a hostile 
act.” 

As for the telephone call ques- 
tion, he said that the possibility 
of Japanese interception of an 
alert message thus delivered prob- 
ably was not the only reason he 
didn’t call, adding:

Dr. Leo Szilard Says

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 (AP)— 
A scientist testified today that un- 
necessary military secrecy had de-

Dr. Leo Szilard, Chicago Univer- 
sity physicist, offered this tes- 


timony before the special Senate 
committee investigating atomic 
energy. 

Senator Edwin. C. Johnson

mentilization” evolved by Army 
officers when they took over the 
atomic project in 1942. 

Szilard explained that Army offi- 
cers asked the scientists to work 
only on parts of the project and 
not discuss results with other 
scientists on other parts, He 
added this was “unnecessary.” 

Johnson asked “how much delay 
this. caused in production for use 
of the first atomic bomb?” 

Szilard said that the bomb could 
have been produced “about the 
spring of 1944 according to my 
best guess.” 

Delay of 18 Months. 

“That was a delay of 18 months,” 

Johnson said. “One war was fin- 


ished and another near its end.” 

Szilard said earlier he believed | 
that Adolf Hjtler could have pro- | 
duced an atomic bomb within 18) 
months if he had realized its po- | 
tential destructive power,

Former Nazi Minister Says He Urged Pact 
With England and Opposed War 
With Russia. 


By DANIEL DELUCE 

NUERNBERG, Dec. 10 (AP) — 
Joachim von Ribbentrop, a pale 
ghost of the gold-braided figure 
who ruled the Nazi Poreign Office 
for sgeven years, declared yester- 
day he had worked for a German- 
English alliance and had opposed 
war with the Soviet Union. 

Answering a list of written ques- 
tions submitted by the Associated 
Press, Ribbentrop asserted he ex- 
tended peace feelers to both Hit- 
ler and Germany's enemies during 
the war. 

He indignantly denied that he 
had misled Hitler in August, 1939, 
with information that Britain 
would not fight for Poland, and 
that therefore a general war 
would not follow. 

Misrepresented by “Evil Tongues.” 

He claimed that the notorious 
incident of February, 1987, when 
he gave the Nazi salute to King 
George on being presented as the 
Nazi Ambassador to Britain, was 
misrepresented by “evil tongues,” 
but that the King had accepted 
the salute in a friendly spirit. 

He reiterated loyalty to Hitler.

In announcing the decision to 
revise the manual, Eagleton | 
pointed out that one of its sec | 
tions has been ruled invalid by | 
the Missouri Supreme Court. He 
was referring to the rule requiring 
members of the department to ob- 
tain permission of the Chief of 
Police and the Police Board be- 
fore filing any legal proceeding 
or retaining counsel for that pur- 
pose. 

The Supreme Court decision 
was in a case involving dismissal 
of Patrolman Gilbert Kennedy in| 
1932, Without obtaining board | 
permissjon, Kennedy hired a law-'| 
yer and filed suit to restrain the. 
board from demanding that each | 
policeman give 10 per cent of a 
year’s pay for unemployment re- 
lief. Although the rule was de- 
clared invalid in 1936, and Kenne- 
dy won reinstatement with back 
pay, the regulation is enforced to 
this day. 

Anti-Smoking Rule. 

The manual orders that police- 
men “shall not smoke at any time 
upon a public street while in uni- 
form.” Members of the force con- 
tend this is a silly regulation 
which merely “makes a sneak” of 
a policeman by forcing him to go 
behind a billboard or into an alley 
to smoke. 

Another rule orders that no po- 
liceman may take a drink of in- 
toxicating liquor, even while off. 
duty in the privacy of his home. 

Some rules are so absurd they 
are openly violated every day, the 
Police Board ignoring the viola- 
tions. Such a regulation is the 
one forbidding communication of 
any information to anyone not a 
member of the force; this would 
bar a policeman from giving a 
newspaper reporter details of a 
traffic accident, 

Another rule pretends to pro- | 
hibit “deliberations or discussions | 
among officers conveying praise | 
or censure or any mark of ap-| 
probation toward others in the | 
department.” | 
. More serfous in its effect is a 
rule which directs that efforts to 
influence legislation affecting the 
department should never be made 
“except through regular depart-| 
ment channels.” One of the prin- 
cipal objectives of the union, 
which has a no-strike pledge, is 
to enlist public support for legis- 
lation to improve working condi- 
tions.

REDS AGAINST ANY 
‘SPHERES’ IN CHINA 


YENAN, Dec. 8 (Delayed) (AP) 
—Gen. Peng Teh-huei, vice com- 
mander in chief of the Chinese 
Communist armies, declared today 
the Communists “definitely op- 
pose” any country obtaining a 
sphere of influence in any part of 
China, 

Peng said he recognized there 
were elements and individuals in 
America—such as Patrick Hurley 
(recently resigned ambassador to 
China,) former President Herbert 
Hoover and Sen, Arthur Vanden- 
berg—who feared the Chinese 
Communists would affiliate with 
Stalinist Russia, but asserted that 
their grounds for such an assump- 
tion “never have been made 
clear.” 

“The position of the Chinese 
Communists remain still for a 
free-indepéndent and democratic 
China,” he told correspondents. 

Suspicious of Policy. 

“Regard the question objective- | 
ly and you will find that the Sovi- | 
et Union does not want a sphere 
of influence in Manchuria. This 
she stated in the Chinese-Soviet 
pact. However, there is a grow- 
ing suspicion among the Chinese 
people that the policy represented 
by Hurley and (Lt. Gen. Albert | 
C.) Wedemeyer in China is mis-| 
takenly imperialist. We hope this 
is only a suspicion, not a reality.” 
(Wedemeyer, commanding Ameri- 
can forces in China, has been ac- 
cused by the Communists of being 
partisan to the central govern- 
ment.) 

Peng said the Communists 
anxiously awaited the arrival of 
Gen. George C. Marshall, recently 
named to succeed Hurley. They 
want to learn his policy regarding 
disarming of Japanese and to 
mark time until “peace talks” get 
under way in Chungking before 
making any belligerent moves 
against Peiping and Tatung where, |. 
they assert many Japanese remain 
under arms, 

Didn’t Oppose Advance, 

Of Manchuria, Peng said that 
the Communist Eighth Route 
Army never had opposed the cen- 
tral government's advance. 

“Only in liberated areas where 
Kuomintang forces attacked and 
killed civilians have the Reds 
fought back,” he said. The Eighth 
Route Army withdrew from lines 
of communications and had not 
followed the generalissimo’s forces 
into Manchuria, he declared. 

Any resistance to the latter 
forces, Peng said, would come 
from Manchurian volunteers, un- 
derground workers, anti-Japanese 
factions and troops of the former 
war lord, Chang Hsueh-liang, none 
of whom took orders from or 
were controlled by Yenan. 

Speaking of the Communist at- 
titude ‘toward America, Peng 
asked: 

“Ts it a fact that we have a 
special liking for the Soviet Union |= 
and a prejudice toward the Unit- 
ed States? The answer is no. In 
the past, American policy under | 
Roosevelt was a good one.”

TIENTSIN, Dec. 9 (Delayed) 
(AP)—An unarmed United States 
Marine sergeant was shot from a 
horse on the outskirts of Tientsin 
late yesterday and wounded pain- 
fully in the face, Marine head- 
quarters said today.

The farmers said “mental con- 
fusion exists among agricultural 
communities” and that only a visit 
of the emperor would enable the 
farmers to regain their “confi- 
dence and stability” in the district. 
They reported rice riots already 
are threatened. 


The farmers termed present 
bills before the Diet as unsatisfac- 
tory. They advocated government 
purchase of all land and tilling 
rights for a 10-year program of 
redistribution. They proposed self- 
governing bodies in rural] areas to 
balance production and consump- 
tion of foodstuffs and to deter- 
mine urban requirements. 


Abuse of Prisoners Charged. 

The 57 Japanese ordered arrest- 
ed in MacArthur’s directive are 
accused of committing atrocities 
against Allied nationals held in 
Cabanatuan prison camp in the 
Philippines, in prisons, camps and 
hospitals in Japan proper, and on 
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the Oryoku Maru during that pris- 
oner-of-war vessel’s nightmarish 
voyage from the Philippines’ to 
Japan, 

Also ordered arrested were three 
Japanese naval officers, including 
a repatriate from Wake island. 
Two of the three are being court- 
martialed by the Japanese. 

The newest war criminal sus- 
pects were considered “small fry” 
in comparison with some of the 
Japanese arrested recently. To 
American and Allied prisoners of 
war, however, they ranked high- 
est. 

Included was Lt. Col. Banzo 
Mori, who commanded the Caba- 
natuan prison camp from 1942 to 
1944, and Col. Gennosuke Noma, 
who directed Japanese gendarme- 
rie in Hong Kong from December 
1942 to February 1945. 

Also named were a Second Lt. 
Toshino and a civilian interpreter 
known only as Wada, both were 
aboard the Oryoku Maru between 
Decemebr 1944 and January 1945, 
when they were accused of atroc- 
ities.

Bar on Politics, Lahousen Says|# 


Former Reich Intelligence Official Rates Pat-| 4 
ton as Best of American Field Command-

NUERNBERG, Dec. 10. 


ERMAN Army intelligence officers regarded Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower as a “great military leader,” above even German 
generals, because of his skillful military planning and his ability 


to “override feelings and objections on political grounds in the in- 
terest of achieving the one thing that was important—the successful 
/ accomplishment of military operations.” | 


The author of that statement is 
' Maj. Gen. Erwin Lahousen, star 
prosecution witness and German 
Army intelligence chief who evalu- 
ated the fighting qualities of vari- 
ous Allied armies from the Ger- 
man viewpoint in an exclusive in- 
terview with the Associated Press. 

Gen. George S. Patton Jr., was 
looked on as the best and most 
feared of the American field com- 
manders by the Germans, Lahous- 
en said, 


U. S. Army Underrated. 


The German Army “underesti- 
mated” the American Army at the 
start of the war, looking on Amer- 
ican soldiers as “well-fed football 
players,” but soon learned its er- 
ror, he said. He asserted that at 
the end of the war there was little 
difference, from a German view- 
point, in the American, British or 
Russian armies. Early in the war, 
however, the Russians were better 
at exploiting break throughs and 
more daring in leadership com- 
pared with the British-American 
combination, he added. 

“In a tactical or dashing sense 
in military operations, Patton was 
no doubt the outstanding Ameri- 
can general,” Lahousen continued. 
“In order to be perfectly clear, I 
mean that Patton was outstanding 
as a leader of troops in the field. 
He had the necessary military and 
tactical ability to carry out opera- 
tions that had been planned and 
prepared by Eisenhower, who was 
the great planner and who had the 
necessary political insight to carry 
out those plans, in contrast to the 
German generals who were ex- 
‘perts on the battlefield but who 
would have been as helpless as 
children had they faced a similar 
situation.” 


Tunisia Campaign. 

Lahousen, who said he was in 
Tunisia during the Allied drive 
in 1942, asserted that Eisenhower 
had made the best of the politi- 
cal situation there to drive his 
troops forward, while the German 
generals “just sat on the side- 
lines and let the Arabs and Italians 
wrangle.” 

“That is what I meant when I 
said we considered Eisenhower a 
great military leader.” 

Lakousen said his mission in 
North Africa was to “use the 
nationalistic elements among the 
Arabs to cause difficulties and 
disturbances for the ordinary 
movement of supplies behind the 
front lines. 

He said that if the Allies had 
been a bit more daring in Tunisia 
they would have wiped out the 
German forces before they could 
have been reinforced, but he 
added: 

“It was our impression, too, that 
because this was the first military 
operation they wished to be ex- 
tremely careful and conservative 
in order to prevent any unfavor- 
able reaction in politics. By way 
of self-criticism now, take in com- 
parison the Americans at 
Avranches in France, when they 
were very sure of themselves and 
military operations took a rapid 
course.” 


Opinion of Allied Armies. 


In evaluating the merits of the 
various armies, Lahousen, who 
handled or saw all German intel- 
ligence records, had this to say: 

“Before the war, the opinion 
among the German Army staff 
was that America was an ex- 
tremely rich country, which had 
at its disposal all the resources 
needed to wage war, but that 
they would not be able to give 
war the leadership necessary to 
make proper use of all these re- 
sources. This opinion was based 
more than anything else on the 
impression that we had received 
about the American Army during 
the last war. And it was inac- 
curate. When we did get in con- 
tact with the American Army we 
found that there was a great dif- 
ference from what we had ex- 
pected and that we had under- 
estimated the quality of military, 
tactical and operational leader- 
ship. 

“When I speak of Russian lead- 
ership the same thing applies 
again—that: it had undergone a 
complete .change since the last 
world war. In this war the ex- 
ploitation of opportunity for suc- 
cess was marked. The Allies 
learned this exploitation of favor- 
able opportunities toward the 
final phase of the war. The Rus- 
sians had it right along. The 
Russians did not give us a chance 
to take a breather. 


Espionage and Sabotage. 


“In a purely military sense, to- 
ward the end of the war all the 
Allied armies became very equal.” 

Turning to the efficiency of the 
various counter intelligence serv- 
ices, Lahousen rated the British 
first, the Americans and Russians 
about equal, and the Germans a 
poor last. He said it was extreme- 
ly difficult to get agents into Rus- 
sia because of counter intelligence 
measures, and into the United 
States because of the Atlantic 
ocean, 

Lahousen asserted that as far 
as preventing sabotage, which was 
his own sphere of operation, 
American counter measures had 
been “100 per cent effective.” 


Lahousen said that when Hitler 
heard how the sabotage attempt 
on the United States in 1942 had 
failed because of action of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
he yelled at Germany’s intelli- 
gence chief: “Why didn’t you take 
Jews for that?” As a result of 
Hitler’s statement he said Jews 
were given jobs in the, German 
intelligence service for more than 
a year. 

He related that the code name 
for the sabotagé job in the Unit- 
ed States avas “Pastorius,’ that 
the plan called for blowing up 
American aluminum factories 
and that Hitler personally ordered 
the enterprise. 

(German submarines put four 
men ashore at Amagansett Beach; 
Long Island, N. Y., on June 13, 
1942, and landed four others near 
Jacksonville, Fla., three days later. 
The men quickly were rounded up 
before they could carry out their 
plot. 

(Convicted by a military com- 
mission, six of the men were elec- 
trocuted in the District of Colum- 
bia jail. Ernest P. Burger was let 
off with a life prison sentence and 
George Dasch with 30 years at 
hard labor because of their assist- 
ance to the United States Govern- 
ment in the apprehension and con- 
viction of the others.) 


Canaris Cool to Plan. 

Lahousen said that while the 
plot was being hatched he suspect- 
ed that Dasch had been planted 
by the Americans in the group 
selected for the mission. 

The German general pictured 
Adm. Walter Wilhelm Canaris, 
Greek-born head of the German 
Army’s intelligence section, as 
having taken a distinterested atti- 
tude toward the project. Canaris 
was among those executed by the 
Nazis following the July, 1944, 
bomb plot on Hitler’s life. 

Lahousen said that as far 
as he knew, the 1942 submarine 
landings constituted the only 
sabotage attempt against the 
United States engineered by Ger- 
man Army intelligence during the 
war, although the Nazi party may 
have attempted others. He gave 
this account of the operation: 

“We had no agents in America 
before the war to do sabotage. 
This was in contrast to intelli- 
gence section one, who had people 
in America to collect information 
and intelligence. When I say ‘we,’ 
I mean intelligence two, as I was 
responsible for it. 

“I am now coming to the affair 
itself. It took place in the sum- 
mer of 1942. The military depart- 
ments that were interested in this, 
such as the air force or the arma- 
ment office of the German Army, 
became increasingly worried and 
approached Canaris repeatedly to 
take some action to damage Amer- 
ican resources. 


Canaris Stalled. 


“He, however, stalled them off 
for a while by saying he shared 
their opinion entirely that some- 
thing would have to be done but 
that he had no people in America 
at the time because the Foreign 
Office had forbidden him to do 
that sort of thing. Then—I am 
not quite sure whether it was in 
March or April, 1942—I accompa- 
nied Canaris to the headquarters 
of the Fuehrer, and evidently the 
people who were interested in this 
had gotten in touch with the 
Fuehrer and he called it to Cana- 
ris’s attention that something 
would have to be done. The 
Fuehrer made a remark about 
this in ‘an unmistakable manner 
to Canaris and stated that the 
greatest activity would be nec- 
essary in America. Now here 
comes the interesting part. 

“The first contact that we had 
with this affair was when sud- 
denly one day an §S.S. man by the 
name of Kappe appeared at our 
office and said that he had a 
number of people ready to under- 
take such a mission, that all of 
them had lived in America and 
were quite familiar with the ways 
of American life and that one of 
them was even an American citi- 
zen. 

“They now demanded _ that 
something be undertaken so that 
they could be used. 

“Canaris already was in a 
‘glass house,’ that is he already 
had been suspected of his secret 
activity and could not afford to 
have any more stones thrown at 
him He consulted me as an ex- 
pert in such things, and I told 
him that because of the great 
number of persons involved in 
the enterprise I would have to 
count on failure. But here were 
eight fanatical Nazis who were 
just itching to «et to work. 

“Canaris replied.in his typical 
manner, ‘Well, we will lose eight 
good Nazis then.’ Then the affair 
took the course that I believe is 
generally well known now.”

Scientists and Politics 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


It is interesting to note the notions 
presented to the public on the nature 
of the scientist. He is pictured in a 
Post-Dispatch editorial as a sort of clois- 
tered, retiring priest “with an almost 
monastic unconcern with politics,” and 
concerned only with the scientific ritual 
of the laboratory. The editorial page, 
a few days later, gave a resume of an 
article by Richard Schlegel in which 
acientists are represented as “interna- 
tionally minded.” Both articles indicate 
that, above all, the scientist is no poli- 
tician. “This is somewhat of a paradox. 

The history of science belies the no- 
tion that scientists have no concern with 
politics. New scientific discoveries have 
always had political reverberations. It 
is in vain that the scientist protests the 
mixing up of two mutually exclusive 
categories, science and politics. For he 
is the one who mixed them up] he is 
the one who pried open the Box of Pan- 
dora, and he cannot escape responsibil- 
ity for his actions. 

For the scientist to disclaim his in- 
terest in politics is, therefore, puerile. 
What he is really trying to say is that 
he is a politician in default—a poor citi- 
zen. The monastic unconcern of the 
acientist with politics is simply a result 
of over-specialization, of faulty educa- 
tion. On the whole, German scientists, 
for example, did not object to Hitler, 
because they did not wish to bother with 
politics. 

This is understandable in view of the 
fact that liberal education, as it is un- 
derstood in this country, was conspicu- 
ously absent from German higher edu- 
eation, which produced magnificent, 
highly specialized robots instead of men 
of broad tolerance and understanding. 

If the scientist would claim the priv- 
ilege of freedom to pursue his investi- 
- gations, he must qualify for that priv- 
ilege. He must accept social responsi- 
bility. We cannot accept the prostitu- 
tion of the scientist who yesterday was 
hired by Hitler to make A-bombs, who 
may today be sold to Russia, tomorrow 
to some other overlord. 

That our scientists have entered the 
political forum to explain their work on 
atomic fission is a tribute to their good 
citizenship and a good example of the 
value of liberal education.

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Back to Basic Program for Germany 


The German question is still one of the grav- 
est questions posed by the arrival of the peace 
for which all nations were poorly prepared. It 
is now being re-examined by the Administration 
on the basis of the cost of occupation, Gen. Eisen- 
hower’s monthly reports as commander, various 
commission studies, and particularly the report 
of Byron Price to Mr. Truman. The trend of 
policy is toward a relaxation of the original pro- 
gram for the American zone, as set down in di- 
rective 1067, and changes in the Potsdam for- 
mula to end the unanimity rule on the Allied 
Control Commission. 

The Price report, excellent in its criticism of 
too-rapid demobilization and its strong plea for 
good civilian administrators, has been justly 
criticized on two scores: That of urging that de- 
Nazification be slowed down; that of blaming the 
French for Control Commission deadlocks on 
the issue of restoring economic unity to the 
Reich. France has good reason, having learned 
from the mistakes made last time, for insisting 
that decisions be made about the Ruhr, the 
Rhineland, the entire western frontier, before 
Germany is started off on the road to national 
reconstruction. We would be wise to.listen to a 
country three times attacked by Germany in as 
many generations.

Americans, however, have a serious national re- 
sponsibility to understand the whole problem, and 
not to be diverted by arguments on fractional 
aspects. A better chance for the public to grasp 
it will come if a bi-partisan resolution intro- 
duced by Congressmen Gore and Herter for a 
committee study of occupation policy passes the 
Rules Committee and the House. The issue is 


not whether, as some charge, the Allies in high 


council plotted to wreck the Reich. Nor is it, 
as others warn, whether there is a dangerous 
plot to rebuild Germany to her old position of 
potential conqueror. 

The plane for discussion should be: What pro- 
gram for Germany is best calculated to aid in 
stabilizing Europe and preserving the peace of 
the world? 

The United States proposals, adopted in large 
part at Potsdam, were designed to answer that 
question. They were not advanced by half- 
starved Poles, homeless and hunted Jews, under- 
nourished French and Belgians or by any group 
of people who might have been understandably 
actuated by desires for revenge. On the contra- 
ry, they were plans laid well in advance of final 
victory after the most painstaking work, on the 
part of the best.research staffs in Washington. 


These men, studying the long-range question 
of what precautions could be taken against yet 
another European holocaust, came to certain con- 
clusions. They should be reviewed again. 


First, old legal precedents must be revived and 
new ones set, to build up a body of international 
case law clearly aimed at egtablishing aggressive 
warfare as a crime. Men who plot and carry 
out crimes against the community are punishable 
in every civilized country. There is no hope for 
lasting collective security until crimes against 
the world community are similarly recognized 
by law. 


Second, the German economy, both industrial 
and agricultural, was absolutely unsound—except 
for a nation mobilized for war. Bread grains 
were far more expensive to produce in Germany 
than diversified farm products. German re- 
sources and skills were far better adapted to 
light industry than to a preponderance of heavy, 
war-geared industry and a fantastic over-expan- 
sion in steels and chemicals. 

The program, then, was simply to rid the Reich 
of excess capacities to make war (in the same 
way that we liquidate much of our wartime 
aircraft and shipbuilding industry), restore Ger- 
many to a more natural function of turning out 
highly specialized products for foreign markets 
and make her as dependent on trade and peace- 
ful commerce as are most of her European 
neighbors. This could not. be done without 
breaking up the cartel system that supported a 
high-priced, aggressive economy, 

* * +. 

Third, Germany had remained healthy and 
grown powerful while exploiting conquered peo- 
ples. A German standard of living that gave the 
Reich any advantage over her wasted neighbors 
would be intolerable on a continent where the 
vast tasks of reconstruction have to be under- 
taken by men with empty stomachs; where mil- 
lions face hunger; where there is insufficient 


coal, seed, transport, clothing, fertilizer; where | 


the very plowshares needed on the land were 
long ago recast as arms for the Wehrmacht. 
Fourth, Germany could pay a small part of 
her debt to countries she had overrun, looted and 
absorbed, through reparations in kind. The dead 
could not be@ brought back to life, nor could 
broken health be restored or cities rebuilt in a 
matter of days. But certain material compensa- 
tion could be made out of Germany’s excess in- 
dustrial capacity by dismantling and transplant- 
ing factories. The Reich had robbed all Europe. 


' Some restitution must be made. 


Fifth, a people yoked to fanatical authoritari- 
anism for a generation must be led by re-educa- 
tion and new leadership into the ways of per- 
sonal and political responsibility and, eventually, 
self-government. 

+ “ . 

Finally, all these were considered together 
with the need for a Europe where artificial 
trade barriers should be removed, commerce 
moved freely by rail and highway and over in- 
ternationalized waterways; where obstacles to 
the friendly passage of news and peoples should 
be broken down and imperious nationalisms 
yielded for popular government. 

This was, and should continue to be, the pro- 
gram. Most of it has been published, Yet it is 
necessary to review it because in some ways the 
policy has become confused and because it re- 
mains a sound American program we are com- 
mitted to our Allies, and to all of tortured Eu- 
rope, to support. 

Changes are coming in the administration of 
Germany. If they are accompanied.in our zone 
by further deviation from the original American 
plan and the Potsdam terms, the United States 
will be judged harshly as a nation without the 
moral strength and staying power to confirm the 
peace.

A majority of the directors of the veterans’ 
referral center at the Old Courthouse are now 
on record as favoring the Post-Dispatch pro- 
posal for a new one-stop center in Kiel Audi- 
torium.

nancing out of the City Treasury. These are high- 
ly proper requests. Responsibility for the han- 
dling of returning veterans’ problems rests with 
the city, yet Mayor Kaufmann and the city ad- 
ministration have as yet evinced no clear grasp 
of the task before it. 

Mayor Kaufmann is still in the East and will 
not return to the City Hall before next week. 
It is past time for him to attack the matter of 
returning veterans in an energetic and compre- 
hensive way. The spade work for a one-stop 
center has all been done. All that is now nec- 
essary is for the Mayor to allot space in Kiel 
Auditorium, which is available, and to supply 
money out of the general revenue fund. If these 
two things are done, St. Louis will have one of 
the mgst efficient veterans’ plans in the nation; 
if they are not done—if the old runaround con- 
tinues—St. Louis will suffer the shame of it. 
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Gilt for a Blush 


When Rudolf Hess’s amnesia blew up in their 
faces, three alienists—two American professors 
and one Canadian—found themselves moved to 
a further report, all to the effect that Hess’s be- 
coming sane again is surest proof that he is in- 
sane. Thus: 

A further point which throws considerable 
light upon the instability of his personality 
is the very fact that, having maintained this 
degree of simulatioh over a long period, he 
discarded it at the very time when he might 
have hoped it would have saved his life... . 

In the absence of further direct examina- 
tion, no definite explanation can be given 
for this throwing away of his carefully built 
up protection. Certain conjectures, however, 
seem reasonable. Among these (is), . . 
amazing though it may seem to. ordinary 
folk, the very possibility that he might be 
adjudged incompetent to plead and hence 
be thrown out of the limelight. It is diffi- 
cult for those not acquainted with the de- 
fendants to realize how extraordinarily im- 
portant prestige and the limelight are to 
them. 

Since reasonable conjectures are in order, how 
about these? Perhaps Herr Hess is being very 
shrewd—too shrewd, we hope—and assumes that 
he can come off with a clean bill of sanity, in 
return for a Homeric laugh on the doctors of ab- 


normal psychology, Amazing though it may 


seem, moreover, there are people besides these 
defendants with an esteem for their own pres- 
tige, and it is mighty uncomfortable to be caught 
by the limelight in a psychiatric blush. 

It seems no perversion of the report, in fact, 
to sum it up in this way: 

“Dash it, the man IS loony, because if he 
isn’t, what does that make us?”

In Default of UNO Trusteeship 


The near-finality with which the United Na- 
tions trusteeship system has been permitted to 
go by the boards in the Far East is shown in a 
dispatch by A. T. Steele from New Delhi. Mr. 
Steele, an exceptionally capable observer, says 
there is no real objection in Indo-China and the 
Dutch East Indies to a UNO trusteeship with a 
time set for complete independence. But the 
UNO machinery remains so incomplete, and the 
trouble has been allowed to go so far, that United 
Nations trusteeship is now out of the question, 
in Mr. Steele’s judgment, and the only workable 
alternatives left are one-nation trusteeship or 
restoration of the colonial power of France and 
the Netherlands under a definite date for in- 
dependence. 

If the trend of events has outdistanced the 
United Nations trusteeship system in Indo-China 
and Indonesia, there may still be time for it in 
Korea and Burma. In order for it to be useful 
there, it must soon be completed and put into 
operation. If the last opportunities for United 
Nations trusteeship go by default as all the op- 
portunities so far have gone, there will be very 
slight, if any, hope of international co-operation 
on the thorny colonial problem at any time in 
the foreseeable future, 
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A Shadow of Doubt 


The picture of Army and Navy justice painted 
in the Post-Dispatch yesterday is not edifying. 
In addition to such evidences, it has long been 
obvious that service courts-martial were making 
serious mistakes. 

There was, for example, the case of Henry 
Weber, who would accept medical corps duty 
but refused on grounds of scruple to be a com- 
hat soldier. He was first sentenced to death, 
which was subsequently reduced to five years 
—still grossly excessive. Only last week it was 
reported that GIs caught in Paris with their 
jackets unbuttoned were being shipped to less 
desirable, and presumably longer-lasting, assign- 
ments in Germany. And the cases which have 
come to light, of course, are only small frag- 
ments of a whole which remains in the dark. 


What it amounts to is this: The American peo- 
ple are left wondering how many of the 50,000 
service men and women held for punishment 
are actually innocent, and how many of the ac- 
tually guilty are being punished out of all pro- 
portion to their offenses. -That doubt pains the 
public conscience. That doubt ought, under 
American principles, to be resolved by competent, 
fair-minded and non-military investigators, By

Allied terms for destroying Reich’s war potential are essential for 
restoring Europe and establishing firm peace, Russian writer says;

The question of German reparations, 
which is the subject of so much discussion 
in the world press, stands out more and 
more as one of the key problems on which 
depends not only the speed with which the 
Nazi-ravaged European countries will be 
restored, but also the establishment ofa 
foundation for a firm and lasting peace in 
Europe. 


As outlined in the decisions of the Ber- 
lin Conference, the reparations plan pro- 
vides for a number of concrete measures 
covering the removal of industrial equip- 
ment and other items from all occupied 
zones of Germany regarded as one economic 
unit. 


This reparations plan, as well as meas- 
ures for the economic disarmament of Ger- 
many as outlined in the tripartite Berlin 
Conference, reflects the desire of the Allied 
pow@rs to avoid the mistakes that were 
made after the First World War, when Ger- 
many preserved her war and economic po- 
tential. This time it was decided to do 
away with Germany’s war potential and 
thus prevent her from preparing for new 
acts of aggression. 


Lessons of Past Ignored 


The aim—consolidation of peace—by 
which the Allied powers are guided is as 
clear as the means set forth for its attain- 
ment by the Berlin Conference. Neverthe- 
less, some. newspapers, representing the in- 
téerests of certain industrial and financial 
groups, are trying to confuse the issue. Ig- 
noring the lessons of the past, they are 
criticizing the present reparations program 
of the Allied powers in @n effort to per- 
suade the general public that to carry out 
this plan would disorganize European econ- 
omy, 


Their purpose in giving an incorrect and 
distorted idea of the essense of the Allied 
reparations plan is to preserve the war po- 
tential of Germany. Hence the demand for 
a revision of the Berlin decisions. To back 
up these demands, some critics of the rep- 
arations plan falsely claim that it is an at- 
tempt to de-industrialize Germany and turn 
her into an agrarian country. 


As a matter of fact, and this was espe- 
cially emphasized in the Berlin decisions, 
what is in question is the elimination of 
German war industry and not of those 
branches of industry necessary to satisfy 
the requirements of the German people. 
This means that Germany will continue to 
produce for home and foreign markets, al- 
though everything she produces will be ex- 
clusively of a peaceful nature. 


An Aid to Other Nations 


This is imperative in the interests of pre- 
serving peace in Europe and is undoubted- 
ly in the interests of all nations, including 
the German. It is quite obvious that the 
reorganization of German economy along 
these lines would not disturb the “economic 
equilibrium” in Europe, but, on the contra- 
ry, would facilitate the development of the 
productive forces in all countries. 


The prospect of losing their German busi- 
ness associates, however, does not appeal 
to the arms manufacturers united in inter- 
national cartels and to the banks that fi- 
nance them. It is a well-known fact that 
it wag the international cartels and mo-

nopolist groups that helped to revive Ger- 
man war firms after the First World War. 
With the help of international -banking 
firms, the Germans used reparations deliv- 
eries to receive credits for the restoration 
of Germany industry. 


It is evidently the interests of these mo- 
nopolist groups the London Times had in 
mind when, deploring what it felt to be 
of equipment from Ger- 
many and the dismantling of German war 
plants, it stated that the present policy of 
reparations from Germany was like sawing 
off the branch on which you are seated. 


Indeed, the concentration on a world 
scale of war industry, and the promotion 
of its development, is the branch on which 
international monopolies are seated. This 
is quite clear from the whole story of the 
development of IG Farben after the First 
World War. For international monopo- 
lies, the restoration of the German economy 
consists primarily in restoring the economic 
and political conditions favoring the pro- 
duction and increase of armaments which 
is the source of their enormous profits. 


The nations of the world, however, are 
interested in seeing to it that the branch 
on which the German war concerns have 
been seated to date should be sawed off 
properly, whether the international pro- 
ducers and traders in arms like it or not. 
This is the will of the people which was 
taken into account by the Berlin Confer- 
ence when it adopted the effective repara- 
tions plan that must be carried out. 


They Want To Try Again 


It is characteristic that the German mili- 
tarists, including those being held for trial 
as major war criminals, have not lost hope 
of resuming their old imperialistic game. 
When Schacht was interviewed by an Asso- 
ciated Press correspondent, this financial 
acrobat of the Third Reich, who had suc- 
ceeded in obtaining large sums of foreign 
capital to finance German armaments, told 
the correspondent that all existing indus- 
trial equipment would be required to re- 
store Germany. 


On the very eve of trial, those who in- 
spired and organized the brigand war 
launched by German imperialism are think- 
ing of but one thing, namely, how to begin 
all over again. 


In order to prevent the Hitlerite rem- 
nants and their accomplices from putting 
their plans for new military adventures into 
effect, it is essential to carry out all the 
decisions of the Berlin Conference on the 
demilitarization of Germany, her economic 
disarmament and the destruction of her 
war potential without delay.

Shot Down Over France 


“Journey Underground,” by David G. Prosser. (E. FP. 
Dutton 2 Co., New York.) 


A young American airman, shot down 
over France, tells the story of his under- 
ground escape in a book whose qualities of 
sincerity, freshness and naivete make it 
one of the most readable war memoirs 
that has appeared. There are no wild ad- 
ventures here, no blood or battle, and the 
Nazi menace merely hovers in the back- 
ground, but it is a war book just the same, 
with fear of capture constantly present till 
at last the Pyrenees are crossed on foot and 
freedom is again assured. 

David Prosser, the 24-year-old navigator 
of a bomber based in England, has to para- 
chute down over France. He is adopted by 
the underground and in the space of three 
months is moved in and out of a series of 
farms and homes till his escape into Spain 
is assured. 

The French families that take him into 
their homes, knowing that the death pen- 
alty is decreed for that, emerge as the 
real heroes of the story. The author's abil- 
ity in characterization makes them stand 
out as real, and very French, human be- 
ings, neither heroes nor cowards, but a 
people waiting for its liberation. 

The only flaw in this delightful account 
is Prosser’s unqualified acceptance as his 
due of all the help and sacrifices these 
Frenchmen make to get him back to free- 
dom. Most of the time, though, the story's 
fluent style and spontaneity rise above this 
shortcoming.

A Book With the Christmas Spirit 


“The Fireside Book of Christmas Stories,"’ Edited by 
Edward Wagenknecht. (Bobbs-Merrill Co., In- 
dianapolis.) 

Some of the most delightful stories and 
essays in our literature have been written 
around the Christmas theme, and a goodly 
assortment of them is gathered in this book, 
The first section is devoted to the religious 
aspect of the day, as recorded by Biblical 
and secular writers. The second gives var- 
led treatments of the Santa Claus legend. 
Then follow sections on the English Christ- 
mas, complete with holly, roast goose and 
plum pudding, and on the American Christ- 
mas, with its gay homecomings, tinseled 
trees and stockings at the fireplace. 

Mr. Wagenknecht, a Chicago teacher and 
writer, has mingled old favorites, such as 
Van Dyke's “The Other Wise Man” and 
Dickens's “A Christmas Carol,” with less- 
known pieces by Christopher Morley, Ga- 
maliel Bradford, Jake Falstaff and others. 
The compiler has chosen his 44 pieces with 
care, and the result is a fine anthology over- 
flowing with Christmas spirit, with two 
sharp reminders, in stories by Daphne du 
Maurier and Langston Hughes, that intol- 
erance at this season is particularly out of 
place. Illustrations by that master of pen 
and ink, Wallace Morgan, add to the charm 
of the volume. 


An Encyclopedia of Tanks 
“Tanks and Armored Vehicles,” by Lt. Col. Robert 
J. Icks. (Duell, Sloan & Pearce, New York.) 


King Ninus of Assyria is credited with 
having invented the armored war chariot 
some 4000 years ago.

Britain Paid First. 


Britain’s economic crisis is the 
result of having for more than a 
full year, carried the burden of 
the war almost alone, and most 
of the financial burden from its 
outbreak until lend-lease was en- 
acted. The proposed loan is al- 
most exactly equal to the amount 
Britain spent in the United States 
during the period of cash-and- 
carry. 

Specifically, Britain spent 3.5 
billions here, and receives now a 
credit of 3.75 billions. The rest of 
the 4.4 billions is an adjustment 
of lend-lease on materials already 
shipped to Britain during the war. 

The money spent here really 
saved our lives after we were at- 
tacked at Pearl Harbor, for Amer- 
ican war industry was built on 
British orders. Had we depended 
on the orders of our own War 
Department to build the indus- 
tries, we would have had no air- 
plane industry, for instance, when 
we were attacked. In 1940 we had 
reached a point, where, as I re- 
call it, United Aircraft would have 
had to consider closing the fac- 
tories except for British orders.

No Dragooning. 


| It is a great mistake for the 
‘United States to believe that it 
can dragoon the social systems of 
countries by financial blackmail, 
or that dependency on America— 
and on American terms—is the 
only way out for the rest of the 
world. In extremis, all countries 
have alternatives to becoming fi- 
nancial colonies or perishing. 
Germany under Hitler operated 
a barter economy at great advan- 
tage to herself and great disadvan- 
tage to us. There is always more 
than one way of skinning a cat. 
The Soviet Union, which has ex- 
tended its totalitarian economy, 
for which barter is eminently 
fitted, to include Greater Poland 
with the German-Silesian jndus- 
tries, highly industrialized Czecho- 
slovakia, and Yugoslavia and Ro- 
mania with their rich resources, 
can offer ways out to any Euro- 
pean country, if pushed too far, 
however distasteful they may be. 
The idea of dragooning left-of- 
center governments, like the Brit- 
ish—or the recently overthrown 
Italian Parri Government—right- 
ward by financial pressures is 
likely to have just the opposite 
effect, in the long run. 
Both Fascism and Communism 
raised the slogan of the Have-nots 
‘against the Haves, and of subser- 
_vience to plutocratic powers. The 
only country that can possibly be 
'so described today needs to watch 
its step, and operate with vision 
and generosity beyond the ordi- 
‘nary counting room.

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TOTAL ECLIPSE OF 
MOON TO BE VISIBLE 
IF THE SKY ISCLEAR 


It Will Start Early on Eve- 
ning of Dec. 18 and Last 
Hour and 20 Minutes. 


A total eclipse of the moon will 
be visible here on the night of 
Dec. 18 if the skies are clear. It 
will be the first total eclipse of the 


;moon visible in the United States 


and will last for one 
-0 minutes. 

During the period of total 
eclipse, the moon, which will be 
full at the time, will not be com- 
pletely invisible, but will take on 
a copper color due to the refrac- 
tion, or bending, of the sun's light 
rays through the earth's atmos- 
phere, Mrs. Jessica Young Ste- 
phens. assistant professor of 
mathematics and astronomy at 
Washington University explained, 

The eclipse will start at 6:37 
o'clock, as the earth's shadow be- 
gins to creep across the moon 
from the left edge a little above 
the center line. The total eclipse 
will start at (:40 and last until 
9. At 10:03 the earth's shadow 
will leave the moon, 

Mrs. Stephens said St. Louisans 
will have an opportunity to view 
all stages of the eclipse because 
the moon will be well up in the 
eastern sky throughout the vari- 
ous phases of the eclipse.

Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


HE rutabaga is one of the 

most economical and one of 

the most important of all the 
root vegetables from a nutritional 
standpoint. In addition to this it 
has a lovely golden color, interest- 
ing texture and pleasing sweet 
flavor. Some folks complain that 
the flavor is strong rather than 
sweet, but this is cue to over 
cooking. The best flavor is ob- 
tained when it is cooked at a 
simmer rather than at a rolling 
boil and as short a time as pos- 
sible. To cook it quickly requires 
cutting it into thin crosswise 
slices. Because the root is of very 
firm texture and it is large, it 
is difficult for weak wristed wom- 
en to slice it thinly unless they 
know the trick of doing it. 

First cut the rutabaga into 
quarter-inch crosswise slices be- 
fore peeling, holding the rutabaga 
firmly on a cutting board and 
cutting downward using a sharp 
heavy knife, Peel the individual 
slices, then cut the slices into 
quarters, These quarters can then 
be easily sliced to obtain thinner 
ones if desired. If the rutabaga 
is clean to begin with, the slices 
need not be washed. Baking the 
rutabagas with dried apricots re- 
results in not only an interesting 
but a delicious variation for those 
who prefer a modified rutabaga 
flavor, 

Golden Rutabaga. 

One and one-fourth pound ruta- 
baga; one-fourth cup brown su- 
gar; one-fourth cup margarine or 
butter; and one cup cooked, 
chopped apricots. 

Cut rutabaga into one-fourth 
inch slices. Peel, cut slices in 
quarters. Barely cover with boil- 
ing salted water, cover and sim- 
mer for 20 minutes. Drain water 
from rutabagas and transfer vege- 
tables to a six cup casserole. 
Cream sugar and butter. Stir in 
one-fourth cup of water left from 
simmering the rutabaga. Add the 
apricots. Pour this mixture over 
rutabaga and bake in a covered 
casserole at 350 degrees for 30 
minutes. Serves four.

NEW YORK, Sunday. 


THINK the time has come to 
[220% carefully at this question 

of the newly proposed labor leg- 
islation. Its formula is drawn 
from the Railway Labor Act, but 
the important factor lacking in 
the situation before us is that the 
Railway Labor Act was based 
upon an agreement between man- 
agement and the labor unions and 
their joint request for that type 
of agreement and legislation. 

We have but to look at the his- 
tory of labor in Europe to see that 
when the rights of labor are cur- 
tailed, a danger signal is flying. 
Certainly. taking away the right 
of any man to stop work at any 
time he wishes to do so, except 
with his agreement, is abrogating 
a right. In Germany this led to 
ultimate slavery, It does not hap- 
pen immediately, but fascism can 
come upon one unawares. We 
have always been more fearful of 


communism, but at the moment, I 


think we had better watch out 
for the possibility of enslavement 
from the Fascist side. 

In the particular case which 
has brought about this proposed 
legislation, the unions offered to 
arbitrate but the management ap- 
parently did not object to a strike. 
That is easy to understand be- 
cause in a strike it is the workers 
who really suffer, particularly in 
this case where a portion of man- 
agement’s earnings are safe- 
guarded by legislation passed dur- 
ing the war in order to get their 
full co-operation for production. 

We forgot at the same time to 
pass legislation to safeguard the 
workers, who during the reconver- 
sion period would run the same 


risks as management. Neverthe- 
less, we expected the workers to 
co-operate and our record of pro- 
duction is such that I think we 
can safely say that, by and large, 
both management and labor did 
a magnificent job during the war. 

Now we come to peace, and sud- 
denly we hear on every side that 
organized labor has grown s80 
strong it must be regulated, I be- 
lieve all of us should live under 
a rule of law, but I think we had 
better really look at the record 
and see how the numbers in or- 
ganized labor compare with the 
public in general, and with the 
gumbers of unorganized working 
people. 

Organized labor throughout the 
nation now claims about 47 per 
cent of the workers engaged in 
industrial eccupations where un- 
ions are actively engaged in ob- 
taining written agreements under 
collective bargaining. This does 
not include members of unions 
which do not come under collec- 
tive bargaining contracts, such as 
Government employes, etc. 

We had better remember that 
the gains of organized labor have 
been eventually the gains of all 
workers, and that they only have 
the power of numbers as opposed 
to the very great powers in the 
hands of industrial associations 
and organizations. 

It might well be that through 
negotiation the two parties in the 
present struggle would in time 
ask for some such legislation as 
is now proposed. But without 
that agreement it seems to me 
tyranny to impose it, and an ab- 
rogation of fundamental rights 
which eventually would do harm 
to every citizen.

Why Do We Say “To Break 
Bread”? 


O break bread seems a natural 

metaphor for sharing a meal. 

The use of the word “break,” 
however, is no accident. It is a 
survival from the days when bread 
was actually broken rather than 
cut Into small slices before being 
eaten. 

The phrase “breaking bread” is 
a Biblical usage—‘And upon the 
first day of the week, when the 
disciples came together to break 
bread” (Acts 20:7). Originally the 
“breaking” of bread and distrib- 
uting of it to the others at table 
may very well have been a sym- 
bolic rite of hospitality which pre- 
ceded actual partaking of the 
meal. The description of bread 
as being broken was literally true, 
for the reference was to un- 
leavened bread, like today’s Scotch 
oatcakes. Much anclent bread was 
of this kind, a flat cake which 
was broken, rather than a loaf 
which was cut. 

In ancient Rome, families of 
rank had a dignitary known as a 
scissor. The soissor handled the 
only knife at the table, carving 
and cutting the meat into small 
pieces ready to be eaten. The 
bread, however, in the form of 


‘flat, thin, brittle discs, was broken 


by the host and his diners.

He Murders All Kinds of Music 


"Spike" Jones Is No Respecter of Composers or Their Good Works

F composers of fine music had 
| their say, a blond, 34-year-old 

fellow named Lindley Arm- 
strong Jones wauld go to trial 
for murder. | 


During the last three years 
composers have been accusing 
Jones, better known to lovers of 
brutalized music as “Spike,” of 
murdering their finest works, He 
freely admits to the charge—but 
just let any of the long-beards 
draw him and his City Slickers 
before the bar of justice and the 
protesting yells of 25,000,000 rabid 
followers would drown out the 
charges. ; 

One of the oddest phenomenons 
of a music world that can develop 
a Crosby and a Sinatra in one 
generation is the rise to prom- 
inence of Spike Jones and his 
City Slickers—in less than 36 
months, 


The Jones miscreants are sub- 
jects of this space today because 
they’ve suddenly become red-hot 
screen attractions, Spike is fin- 
ishing up a stint at Paramount 
in Eddie Bracken's “Ladies’ Man” 
and from there moves over to 
RKO, where he has a commit- 
ment for three productions. 


It just isn’t in the books for 
a band that depends almost ex- 
clusively on washboards, cowbells, 
chair rungs, doorbells, unfire, 
strange horns, Swiss bells and 
almost every conceivable type of 
clap-trap for harmony to rise to 
the top position among all bands 
—and*yet there it is in black and 
white, 


Spike and his crew have just 
completed a nation-wide tour of 
key-city movie houses. During 
their four months’ parade they 
broke every house record save 
7 of Tommy Dorsey’s in Cleve- 
and. 


Today Jones pays Uncle Sam a 
tax on an annual income of six 
figures, “Ladies’ Man” is his 
fourth motion picture. He starts 
a new network show in January. 
And you can’t possibly get a Spike 
Jones record in the music shops 
unless you know somebody who 
knows the owner. Pretty good 
for the son of a railroad agent 
who, aghast at his small son’s 
addiction to strange and noisy in- 
struments, counseled him to go 
along with the ticket-selling busi- 
ness. 


“I guess I started getting zany 
when I was seven years old,” 
Spike told us on his movie set 
the other day. “We were living 
in Long Beach, where I was born, 
and after a lot of coaxing and 
tears I got my father to buy me 
a trombone. The trombone was 
twice my size and when I flung 
out the slide my arm was too 
short to bring it bac So I 
hitched a string to my little fin- 
ger and tied the other end to the 
slide arm, I would throw it out 
into the eighth position and then 
reel in the line to get it back. 


“Everybody laughed and that 
gave me an idea, I was never 
serious about treating music and 
instruments too respectfully after 
that. I piled up so much junk in 
our garage that my dad couldn't 
drive his car inside, But all the 
stuff become part of my musical 
equipment. And my garage back 
of our house in Beverly Hills is in 
the game shape today—full of 
more soundmaking traps than 
Walt Disney can muster in his 
big studio. My car always sits 
out at the curb.” 

Jones is quiet, unobtrusive, al- 
most frightened looking in repose 
—and he is extremely sensitive, 
too, about how famous composers 
look upon his blasphemy of their 
petted works. He confesses he 
Was scared to death after making 
the burlesque of David Rose's 
classical “Holiday for Strings,” an 
instrumental number that hit 
musical high spots two years ago. 
Spike didn’t know how Rose or 
all the music lovers would take 
to his ribald treatment of the 
piece, 

“When I decided to introduce 
it on my radio show, I tried all 
that day to get hold of Dave 
Rose,” Spike said, “but he was 
nowhere to be found. I debated 
with my business manager, with 
members of the band and friends,

What should I do—play it without 
Dave's consent or hold it up? 
Well, the show was all rehearsed, 
timed and set, so there seemed 
nothing to do but go ahead. 


“So, we played our version and 
I went home after the show feel- 
ing like a dirty dog. The least I 
could have done would have been 
to let Dave know. I was just get- 
ting into bed when the phone 
rang. My wife said it was Dave 
on the line. I had a sinking feel- 
ing but managed to pipe up with 
a weak hello. 

“‘T’ve been trying to get hold 
of you all night,’ Dave was saying, 
‘l was driving along Hollywood 
boulevard in my car with the 
radio tuned on when I heard your 
rendition of my piece, Boy, it 
was wonderful and did I get a 
kick out it!’ That was about all 
Dave said, but it was enough. I 
never felt any better in my life.” 

As a matter of fact—and statis- 
tics—composers have no right to 
get mad at Spike and his Slick- 
ers—if they use their financial 
heads. Virtually all the classics 
which Spike has roughed up have 
taken new leases on life, not only 
at sheet-music counters but also 
in disc sales, 

When the boys lambasted that 
precious “Cocktails For Two” it 
was gathering dust on all shelves, 
The original sprang to life and 
again became a best-seller. The 
game went even for that very 
antique “Red Wing,” which most 
people thought dead and buried, 
They had to scratch out thousands 
of new discs and get the sheet 
music reprinted, 
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Only trouble Spike ever ran 
into while burning up the mas- 
ters’ works was with the com- 
poser of “Chloe.” He didn’t like 
Spike fussing around with his 
masterpiece—not a little bit, and 
he said so in unmistakable terms. 
But the man became very happy. 
When the raucous Jones record 
came out it boosted the sale of 
the original “Chloe” into the big 
moneymaking class. 

After organizing his band three 
years ago, Spike immediately be- 
gan striking pay dirt with such 
numbers as “Behind Those Swing- 
ing Doors,” “Barstool Cowboy,” 
“Clink, Clink, Another Drink,” 


“Pass the Biscuits, Mirandi,” 
“Siam” and then his big smash 
hit, “Der Fuehrer’s Face.” Less 
than 48 hours after the sensa- 
tional “Fuehrer” record was re- 
leased, Spike was signed by War- 
ner Brothers for “Thank Your 
Lucky Stars,” his first motion 
picture. 

Spike’s Christmas record offer- 
ing is one he’s had in mind ever 
since he started telling his 5-year- 
old daughter, Linda, bedtime sto- 
ries. 

“I’m giving the ‘Nutcracker 
Suite’ back to the children,” he 
said. “Tschaikowski originally 
composed it for children, but the 
maestros whipped it up into some- 
thing for the highbrows. We have 
played it straight with a minimum 
of crazy sound effects. One is a 
mouse squeak. We have put the 
narrator back in, with the voice 
of a little girl telling the story. 
It’s off the beaten path for us, 
but the ‘Nutcracker’ has been a 
lifelong peeve with me.” 

Spike’s rowdy rengitiong were 
the first band efforts to greet 
American troops in France after 
D-day. And they were the first 
to play the “Marseillaise” for the 
liberated French people. Spike re- 
calls that they wept over the num- 
ber. And then he heard the most 
significant remark of his tour, 
the one that brought the full 
meaning of war home. A little 
French lad of 4 came up to him 
and asked, “What are the people 
crying for?” 

He had never heard his national 
anthem before.

all 18 tricks, due to the success 
of the heart finesse. 

Needless to say, a grand slam 
should not have been bid, depend- 
ing ag it did on a finesse, but the 
failure to reach a small slam was 
inexcusable. The fault was en- 
tirely North’s. First, his spade 
response was absurd. His hand 
was just short of opening bid re- 
quirement, and contained a six- 
card suit. Thus, from every point 
of view it was logical to respond 
with two clubs rather than one 
spade. 

Assuming that proper response, 
the bidding would have gone 
smoothly. South would raise two 
clubs to three, and then North 
could show his spade suit, inci- 
dentally announcing a good hand 
—which he had—via this method 
of “reversing” his r@sponses. Over 
three spades, it is quite true that 
South would probably bid only 
four clubs, but North would now 
have an important inference to 
work on. South’s failure to bid 
three no trump over three spades 
would mean two things, both 
highly encouraging toward a 
slam in clubs. First, that failure 
would strongly indicate that South 
had nothing of va#tue in diamonds 
that might prove to be “duplica- 
tion;” second, South’s willingness 
to go past the three no trump 
level would automatically mark 
him with a strong hand at a club 
contract. 

The great defect of North’s one 
spade response was that after 
South made the best possible re- 
bid from North’s point of view, 
North still could not know, with 
any degree of accuracy, how far 
the combined hands would reach,
